Tlie two, in-line tests are weight and fragrance. Ripe fruit has a 


fresh, ripe odor, which is easily recognized when attention is brought 
to bear on it. 
lien-leu, for example, lose their sweet aroma o'n grow- 


ing stale, and any that are found to .be without it should he regarded 


wilh suspicion. Ripo peaches, oranges, lemons, pears, cahtaloupes, 


etc., are also subtly fragrant. 
- 


Weight is another excellent test. This applies to the various lands 


of melons, to grape fruit and oranges. If light, beware of them. They 
are either unripe and pithy or dry and juiceless. 


Melons should be heavy and not spongy. The latter means that 


they are stale or overripe. A watermelon will also have a tihy with- 
ered-leaf or a brown stem at the stem end—an unripe one will he 
green-there. 


Cucumbers (which so many shoppers fail in buying) are never at 


their best—seldom edible, in fact—if the rind yields like a sponge to 
the pressure of the fingers. 


In selecting muskmelous the sweetest ones have a ronghish rind, 


the smooth streaks which divide the skin into sections should he yel- 
lowish, not too green, to get the right degree of ripeness. 
Green 


streaks are a sign of underripe cantaloupes.
